If your 
excellency should be so ill-advised as 
to refuse the terms, I warn you that

The letter written, ha bade them 
bring him from airung the prisoners 
the Deputy-Go7emor of Maracaybo, 
who had been taken at Gibraltar.

Current Business Conditions 
By GEORGE E. R O B ER TS 
(From the Monthly Letter Issued by The National City Bank of New York for January) 
Furnished by the Citizens National Bank of Sedalia. 


T 


H E most important teature ox 
the business recovery during 
the past year has been the 
improvement in the prices of agri­ 
cultural products, tending to re­ 
store the normal relationship be­ 
tween these and the products of 
other industries. 
The final esti­ 
mate by the Department of Agri­ 
culture upon the value of 1922 
crops gives them as $1,800,000,000 
over the value for the year 1921. 
This means so much additional 
purchasing *power to be expended 
among the industries, and they are 
all being benefited. 
The year ended with the best 
holiday trade on record and with 
practically full employment for the 
available labor supply. 
The tend­ 
ency to higher wages and prices 
shows that the slack has been 
taken up and this means that the 
situation is nearly as good as it 
can be. 
Some readjustments may 
be desirable, but when the indus­ 
tries are operating at capacity or 
to the limit of theif labor supply 
they can do no more, except as 
methods may be improved. 
More­ 
over, w’hen they have reached that 
stage, there is danger that addi­ 
tional pressure ’..’ill start a cycle of 
rising wages and prices, always un­ 
healthful and temporary. 
After 
every period of either depression 
or activity business is likely to 
swing past the point of balance in 
the other direction. 
This should 
be avoided as far as possible. W hat 
is wanted is stability, permanent 
employment, regular wages, and 
steady prices. 
Aside from the threat of infla­ 
tion, and with a reservation as to 
European conditions, th# outlook 
for 1923 is excellent. 
The princi­ 
pal industries have all the business 
in sight they need to have to make 
a prosperous year; the only cfues- 
tion is whether it will remain in 
sight 
if 
industrial 
costs 
move 
higher. The margin of profit upon 
which 
employers 
are 
working, 
however, is very small. In most of 
the industries goods cannot be sold 
today on a replacement basis. Such 
profits as there are result from 
making up materials bought at 
lower prices than are now prevail­ 
ing. This is so because certain in­ 
dustrial costs have been maintained 
at a high level after the 'buying 
power of a portion of the consum­ 
ing public has been reduced. 
Un­ 
der such conditions every increase 
in costs must be passed on to con­ 
sumers, who for the most part are 
the wage-earners themselves and 
the farmers. 


Wages, Prices and Employment 
This attitude on the part of the 
wage-workers is due to the com­ 
mon habit of thinking of wages as 
wholly a matter between employer 
and employee, and that the higher 
wages are fixed the better for the 
employee, 
d i t h e r assumption is 
correct, viewing the interests of 
labor as a whole. When it is known 
• that wages, prices, consumption 
and employment are all .closely re­ 


lated, tne fallacy of this idea will 
be seen. 
If the compensation of 
all groups could be raised together, 
nobody would be benefited, and on 
the other -hand if compensation is 
raised in a few industries alone, the 
effect will be to curtail employment 
in those industries. 
The upward tendency of wages 
and the prospect of another coal 
strike are features of the 1923 sit­ 
uation prompting the bnsiness man 
to operate with caution. 


The Industrial Balance 
The workers in the textile indus­ 
tries -f^itside of the Southern States 
have taken only one general reduc­ 
tion from the top wages of the 
boom period, of 22*4 per cent, in 
December, 1920. 
They are now 
moving for its recovery. 
The av­ 
erage hourly wages of all labor in 
twenty-three 
leading 
industries 
covered by the investigations of 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board were 108 per cent higher in 
September, 1922, than in July, 1914. 
On the other hand, the farmers 
took an almost perpendicular re­ 
duction averaging about 50 per cent 
from the top level of 1920, from 
which they have recovered about 
17 per cent, and the average pur­ 
chasing power of the principal 
farm products in October, 1922, 
was only 65 per cent of what it was 
in 1913. 
For organized labor to demand 
the re-establishment of the high­ 
est wages of the boom period while 
buying farm products upon the 
present level will be an effort to 
perpetuate an unfair advantage and 
deprive the farmer of the moderate 
gain he has made in the past year. 


Report of Secretary of the 
Treasury 
In his annual report to the Speak­ 
er of the House of Representatives 
Secretary of the Treasury Andrew 
W. Mellon reviews the debt-pay­ 
ing and refunding operations by 
wrhich the short-dated debt of about 
$7,000,000,000 
existing 
when 
he 
came into office has been placed 
in a more easily handled form. 


Prospective Revenues 
The Secretary reports current 
gains in the revenues promising to 
aggregate about $350,000,000, and 
on the other hand decreased ex­ 
penditures of about $200,000,000. 
While the probabilities are that 
tbe deficit anticipated at the begin- 
nfhg of the fiscal year will not be 
entirely overcome, the Secretary 
does not think it necessary at this 
time to ask for additional taxes. • 
The Secretary estimates that the 
total revenue from all the surtaxes 
with respect to the business of.the 
taxable year 1922 will pot exceed 
$350,000,000, which is only about IO 
per cent of the total ordinary rev­ 
enues. 
He believes that it would 
be sound policy, and at th e , same 
time most helpful to Hhe general 
situation, to reduce the surtaxes to 


a minimum of not over 25 per cent, 
» lich would mean a combined 
maximum, including normal 
tax 
and surtax, of not over 33 per cent. 
It is not likely that Congress will* 
a d o p te e Secretary’s recommenda­ 
tion as th e re 'are too many mem­ 
bers who would rather go through, 
the form of levying high taxes onj 
large 
incomes, 
notwithstanding 
convincing evidence that the taxes* 
arc not paid. 


Tax-Exem pt Securities 
Tax-exempt securities issued by 
the Federal and State Governments 
and the political sub-divisions and, 
agencies of the latter are the most 
outstanding avenue of escape from 
the surtax, according to the Secre­ 
tary. The debate in Congress up­ 
on his recommendation that a 
* ■ 
stitutional amendment to stop fur­ 
ther issue of these tax-exempt se­ 
curities be adopted and submitted 
to the states, has indicated that 
substantial

has gone into tax-exempt securities « 
to dodge taxes. 
W hat the Secre-~ 
tarv actually said was tha* there jp 
were estimated to be $10,000,000,000 _ 
of tax-exempt securities outstand­ 
ing; of course, they are all exempts 
from taxation, whoever owns them, 
because the laws of the land make-j^ 
them so. 
W hatever one’s opinion may be 
of the policy of maintaining the 
present exemptions, it certainly is 
a strange situation when citizen^ 
cannot respond to the solicitations! 
of their own State and Federal 
Governments for funds without be­ 
ing subjected to scorn and denun- 
j 
ciation. 
Some 18 states have of­ 
fered bonds for the purpose of 
paying soldiers’ bonuses, but ac­ 
cording to this line of commem 
nobody should have bought them. 
There is nothing clandestine or 
irregular about the action of the 
investors, nor are they responsible 
for the fact that the securities are 
tax exempt. 
The responsibility is 
with the legislators who not only 
permit the situation to exist in the 
case of the government issues, bull 
who go out of their way to createj 
other tax-exempt issues, like the 
Federal Farm Loan bonds, for the 
very purpose of attracting th:s 
class of investors. They must know 
that a five per cent bond exempt 
from taxation is much more at" 
tractive to an investor who is sub" 
ject to the high surtaxes than ta 
an investor who is not subject to 
the surtaxes. 
It is scarcely con­ 
sistent 
for 
Congressmen 
whot 
helped to create the Land Bauld 
System to denounce the purchasersj 
of the_bonds as public enemies.

FRENCH TO CONTROL 
THE COBLENZ AREA 


By th e As., eclated T ress. 
COBLENZ, Jan. 15.—The incorpor­ 
ation of the Ruhr Valley into the ter­ 
ritory administered by the Rhineland 
high commission is the next step to 
bo taken by the French, in the opin­ 
ion of American 
circles 
here, 
as 
the 
American 
zone 
is 
definitely 
evacuated, and Major General Allen 
has surrendered his authority which 
came originally from the 1918 armis­ 
tice. 
While it was pointed out that the 
Versailles treaty made no provision 
for the Ruhr district, the 
fact 
re­ 
mains that the French are now there 
in occupation. 
A precedent for the 
anticipated action might be found in 
the Kohl bridgehead, which was oc­ 


cupied in the same manner as 
Ruhr. 
There has been talk of a Rhineland 
republic, but so long as the Ameri­ 
can troops had control of one of the 
areas, that was 
not possible. 
The 
departure of the Americans has re­ 
vived discussion of this subject. 
The American unofficial section of 
the Rhineland commission, which is 
functioning under Gen. Allen and is 
represented by Col. David Stone, 
is 
disintegraling, its subchiefs receiving 
orders to return home.
